Specification

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 



3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Unno et al 
(6453287) . 

As per claim 1, Unno et al (6453287) teaches a method for improving pitch 
determination comprising obtaining an input voiced speech signal, allocating said input 
voice speech signal into a plurality of windows of a fixed sample size for pitch lag 
determination; selecting a target window of said plurality of windows by sliding the 
window until a predefined condition is satisfied, and compute optimum pitch correlation 
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between said the target window and the window at a distant pitch lag (as performing a 
voicing decision in a MELP system using sliding windows (col. 5 lines 58-67) and 
computing a pitch correlation value w/pitch lag and choosing the maximum value (col. 6 
lines 2-40). 

As per claims 2-4, Unno et al (6453287) teaches the use of incrementing the 
window is a positive and negative range (col. 6, eq. 2 and eq. 3). 

As per claim 5, Unno et al (6453287) teaches the use of Ns as the maximum 
window sliding range (col. 6 line 35). 

As per claim 6, Unno et al (6453287) teaches the calculation of a peakiness value 
which, according to the calculations, can be construed as a representation of signal 
energy (col. 7 lines 10-50). 

Claims 7-12 are computer readable medium claims executing instructions performing the 
method as in claims 1-6; these claims are similar in scope and content to claims 1-6, and 
are therefore rejected under similar rationale as presented against claims 1-6 as noted 
above.
